President Roosevelt has said that when this 
figure, arrived at on the same method. passes 
the $80,000,000,000 mark, the lessened need for 
public relief, the increase in employment and 
Wage envelopes and the greater tax revenue for 
the government will result in a balancing of 
the national budget.

Such an analysis of the economic situation 
of the nation and of the government is, of 
course, highly gratifying and reassuring. If the 
budget can thus be made to balance itself, one 
of the most distressing of the nation’s prob- 
Jems will be solved. That is the great increase 
in national debt which has resulted from gov- 
ernmental deficits year after year. 

All of which sums up to the desirability of 
keeping the economic graph moving as it is 
today—upward—and avoiding any change in 
the nation’s program until the $80,000.000.000 
goal is either reached or demonstrated as im- 
possible of attainment. 

If we can reach that goal, there is no reason
